An industrial dispute having come into existence between the workmen and the 
management of M /s. Punjab Cloth Mills Ltd., Bhiwani, the samewas referred for adjudica 
tion to the Industrial Tribunal, Punjab under clause ( d ) of sub - section 1 of section 10 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, vide Punjab Government Notification No. 4374- III- Lab -III 
62/38436 , dated 31st December, 1962. Various items of dispute which are mentioned in the 
said notification are asunder :

( 4 ) Whether the following workmen are entitled to their average wages as Grey 

Winders during the months of April, May and June , 1962 , if so , with what 

details ? 
(1) Ganpat, spn of Mani Ram , (-) Hira , son of Kalyan and (3 ) Ramu, son of 

Deep Chand . 
(5) Whether the following workmen are entitled to full wages for the dates men 

tioned against their names: 
1. Hazari , son ofGiraj Parshad, FrameDofer , 2nd July , 1962 and 6th July , 1962 . 
2. Bhuria , son of Maman double sider , 6th July , 1962, 9th July , 1962 and 

10th July, 1962. 
3. Shanker , son of Assa, Grey Winder, 28th April, 1962 , 30th April, 1962 and 

1st May, 1962 .

(10 ) Whether the management be required to standardise the wages and the work 

load of the workmen in each category in accordance with the conditions 
prevailing in textile industry at Abmedabad and Bombay and then fix 

suitable grades and scales ? If so , with what details ? 
(11) Whether the management be required to promote Senior Most Jamadar as 
Head Jamadar in the vacancy 

caused as a result of retirement of Shri 
Sis Paul, Head Jamadar and also the vacancy of Jamadar caused by the 
promotion be filled in by calling Shri Kishan Singh, son ofBalwant Singh 

ā retrenched Jamadar ? If so , with what details ? 
The saidTribunal gave a part award in this case which disposed ofitems 2 to 9 and 11 
of the dispute as mentioned in the reference. Item No. 10 was later mutually settled between 
the parties by means of a settlement Ex . S and the workmen do not claim any further relief 
in respect of the said item . Waile the case was still pending in the Tribunal, the Punjab 
R ; organisation Act 1966 came into operation and by reason of Section 93 of the said Act the 
C132 ) , transferred to this Tribunal. Toe rest of the evidence of the parties was 
13 rded by this Tribunal but bəföre the conclusion of the same the parties entered into an 
amicable settlement with regard toiteinN ), 1 ofthe disputewhich wasthe only item.surviv 
ing . This settlement was made bymeans of an agreement EX . ‘A. By this settlement the 
management have agreed to pay bonus for the year 1961 at the rate of 6 per cent of the basic 
wagosto each ofthewürkmen who had worked in themill during they ear 1961 and who was at 
przsent working in th : mill known as Briwani Textile Mills Bhiwani. The maximum

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amount of bonus for any worker has however been fixed at Rs 70 and no workman is 
entitled to claim any amount more than the above figure. In termsof the said settlement I 
direct the management to pay bonus at the rate of 6 percent of the basic wages to each of 
their workmen who had worked in themill during the year 1961 and who is at present working 
in the mills which is known as Bhiwani Textile Mills Bhiwani. Ncne will however be paid 
more than Rs 70 on this account .
